Wells Howard Blodgeit, who} 
won distinction as a young Union | dint 
Army officer in the Civil War and | ao) 
later in a career of 60 years as 
corporation attorney, died this 
afternoon at his home, 4449 West 
Pine boulevard. He was 90 years 


old. 


Heart discase was the immediate 
cause. Pneumonia, which had 
complicated the infirmities of age, 
appeared to have cleared up con- 


siderably in the last day or so.

Mor several months Col. Blodgett 
had suffered from infirmities of | 
age, and pneumonia set in last Fri- | 
day night. Previously his health 
for 10 years had been probably the 
best in his life. Although never 
robust, Col. Blodgett had walked 
or ridden almost daily, read the 
newspapers and played cards with 


the members of his family. 


When he retired in 1915, at the 
age of 76, as general counsel for 
the Wabash Railroad, he was the 


dean of corporation lawyers 


Missouri. None survived among 
the St. Louis attorneys who had 
been in corporation practice 43 
years earlier when he was made 
assistant attorney of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern Railroad, 
later the Western lines of the Wa- 
bash. For a few years following 
his retirement he maintained a 
law office with his son, Henry W. 
Blodgett, acting as associate coun- 
sel in such cases as interested him, 
until he had cleared up his affairs. 

Former United States Judge 
Henry S. Priest, himself an elder 
of the Missouri bar and one of the 
outstanding lawyers fo the country, 
Was a protege of Col Blodgett. 
Judge Priest happened to be plead- 
ing his first case in court when 
Col. Blodgett had occasion to at- 
tend a term of Randolph County 
(‘ircuit Court at Huntsville. Be- 
fore he left, Col. Blodget appointed 
Judge Priest as local attorney for 
the Wabash, and in a few years 
Priest was his assistant in the St. 


Louis office. 


Asked Vest to Eulogize Dog. 

Tt is related that Col. Blodgett 
led Senator Vest to make his re- 
markable eulogy on the dog. The 
attorney, soon after the Civil War, 
in which he served with distinc- 
tion, was practicing law at War- 


rensburg. The story is that

Col. Blodgett was born Jan. 29, 
1839, at Downer’s Grove, Ill, and 
was educated at Illinois Institute, 
now Wheaton College, at Wheaton, 
Til. Following graduation, he read 
law under his elder brother, Hen- 
ry W. Blodgett, later Federal Dis- 
trict Judge of Northern Illinois. 


He was admitted to the bar 


1861, but enlisted as a private upon 


the first call for volunteers. 


s00n became a Lieutenant, and 
early the following year was com- 
missioned a Captain in the Thirty- 
seventh Illinois Volunteer Infan- 
try, receiving the Congressional 
Medal of Honor “for most distin- 
Ruished gallantry at Newtonia, 


Mo., Sept. 30, 1862." Within 


year President Lincoln commis- 
rioned him Judge-Advocate of the 


Army of the Frontier with 


rank of Major. In September, 1864, 


he became Licutenant-Colone] 


the Forty-eighth Missouri Volun- 
teer Infantry, taking full command 
of the regiment within two months. 


Service in State Legislature. 


A month after he was mustered 
out in 1865, he and Miss Emma 
Dickson of Waukegan, Ill, were 
married and removed to Warrens- 
burg. Mo. <A year later he was 
elected to the Missouri Legislature 
aS Representative of Johnson 
County. He served as State Sen- 
ator for four years and then re- 
moved to St. Louis, receiving the 


appointment to the ratlroad 


office the same year and being 
promoted to general attorney the 


following year. 


Hie became general solicitor of 
the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific 
Railroad upon the consolidation of 
Bastern and Western lines in 1879, 
and directed its tegal forces

Wavs and Means Committee, is- 


serted that the proposed sugar 
duty “puts a heavily increased bur- 
den on 120,000,000 consumers, uf 
whom 30,000,000 are farmers—all 
in the name of farin relief.” 

The American Bottlers of Car-

The American Chambe. of Couin- 
merce of Cuba, which opposes the 
sugar duty, asserted that “it will be 
loaded on the backs of the Ameri- 
can consumers, and a large part of 
it will have to be borne by the 
farmers and the wage earners 
themselves.” 

Iowan Praises and Condemns, 


Representative tamseyer of 
Iowa, a regular Republican mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, expressed the views of 
many of the farm bloc in a state- 
ment of mixed praise and con- 
demnation. He said that while the 
duties on farm products were an 
improvement over existing law, 
there were some increases on non- 
agricultural products which were 
“indefensible” and would impose 
an unnecessary burden on farmers 
and on consumers generally. 

‘‘The most outstanding of these,” 
Said Ramseyer, “are the duties and 
increases in duties proposed upon 
practically all building material, 
including lumber, shingles, bricks 
and cement.” 

Introduction of the measure in 
the House was followed by a tem- 
pest of criticism, against which 
Chairman Hawley of the Ways and 
dteans Committee directed a state- 
ment approving the measure.

LOS ANGELES Cal., May 3%-— 
Frank J. Williams, financier, is 
dead from a self-inflicted bullet 
wound and Miss Pegsy Troxel, 18 
years old, is in a hospital seriously 
wounded as the result of a dis- 
agreement between them at the 
woman’s residence here last night. 

Williams had been divorced by 
his wife and was infatuated with 
Miss Troxel, Williams’ attorney 
said. Miss Troxel, the daughter of 
a Chula Vista, Cal., banker, had 
been married, the attorney added. 
He declared it was a letter she 
received from her former husband 
which precipitated the quarrel. 


Last night Williams went to the 
home of Miss Phyllis, Miss Ruth 
and Miss Helen Grant, in Holly- 
wood. where Miss Troxel was stay- 
ing, and asked to see her alone. 
The shooting followed. Williams 
died in a hospital some hours lat- 
er. Miss Troxel’s left eye was de- 
stroyed and her nose shattered by | 
a bullet. LHlospital attendants said | 
she probably would recover. 

Williams’ attorney told _ police 
that Williams had made ae will 
leaving his property to a young 
daughter by a former marriage. 

Mrs. Williams was with her di- 
vorced husband when he died. She 
eaid he had been drinking heavily 
and recently had suffered financial | 
reverses. Mrs. Williams said he 
had visited her a week ago and 
had threatened to kill himself. 

Williams was president of the 
Williams Securities Co., a director 
of the Citizens Thrift Co., of San 
Diego and former president of the 
Community Finance Corporation of 
Long Beach, Cal.

GOUZENS URGE 
US. REGULATION 
OF POWER LINES 


Wants Interstate Transmis- 
sion Under Control of a 
Federal Communications 
Commission. ,

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Federa]! 
regulations of interstate transmis- 
sion of power was advocated today 
by Senator James Couzens (Rep.) 
Michigan, the new chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
who announced at the hearings on 
his communications bill that he 
was having an amendment 
drawn to have interstate power, as 
well as wire and wireless com- 
munications, supervised by the 
proposed Federal Commission on 
Communications. 

Couzens said he had recelved 
suggestions from several sources 
that interstate shipments of power 
be regulated by the proposed Fed- 
eral Commission. In his inaugural 
speech, President Hoover definite- 
ly pointed out that public utilities 
engaged in interstate business 
should be regulated in those in- 
stances where the State authorities 
lacked jurisdiction. 


Hoover's View. 


“The election,” President Hoover 
said, “hag again confirmed the 
determination of the American 
people that regulation of private 
enterprise and not government 
ownership is the course rightly to 
be pursued in our relation to busi- 
ness. In recent years, we have 
established a differentiation in the 
whole method of business regula- 
tion between the industries which 
produce and distribute commodi- 
ties on the one hand, and the 
public utilities on the other.” 

“In the former, our laws insist 
on effective competition; in the 
latter because we i substantially 
confer a monopoly by limiting 
competition, we must regulate their 
services and rates. The rigid en- 
forcement of laws applicable to 
both groups is the very base of 
equal opportunity and freedom 
from domination for all our people, 
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and it is just as essential for the 
stability and prosperity of busi- 
ness itself as for the protection of 
the public at large. 

“Such regulation should be ex- 


tended by the Federal Government 
within the limitations of the Con- 
stitution and only when individual! 
states are without power to pro- 
tect their citizens through their 
own authority. On the other hand, 
we should be fearless when the au- 
thority rests only in the Federa! 
Government.” 

In his New York speech before 
the election Hoover stated that the 
public utility industry should con- 
duct its business with ‘glass | 
pockets.” 

Wants No Limitation. 


In making his brief announce- | 
ment, Couzens stated that no Fed- | 
eral agency now exercised jurisdic- | 
tion over interstate transmission of | 
power. The Federal Power Com- | 
mission has limited jurisdiction in | 
certain cases, but had not exercised | 
it, he said. 

Senator Dill (Dem.), Washing- | 
ton, told the committee that inter- | 
state transmission of power by ra- | 
dio certainly should be included in | 
the Couzens communications bill. | 
Couzens frowned on this limitation, | 
indicating that he believed that all 
unregulated interstate shipments 
of power, whether by wire, wire- 
less or other means, should be cov- 
ered by the bill. 

The text of the amendment is 
not expected to be available for 
several weeks. 

The Couzens communication bill, 
as now written, provides for the 
establishment of a Federal commis- 
sion of five members, to be ap- 
pointed by the President, to regu- 
late the “transmission of intelll- 
gence by wire or wireless.” This 
permanent commission would sup- 
plant the present temporary Fed- 
eral Radio Commission, and would 
also take over the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s unexercised 
jurisdiction over the interstate tele- 
phone and telegraph lines. The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission ex- 
plained repeatedly that the pres- 
sure of other business prevented 
it from exercising its jurisdiction 
over the telephone and telegraph 
lines. 

Although the outline of Couz- 
ens’ plan for putting interstate 
power under the proposed com- 
mission is still sketchy, Couzens 
hopes to be able to work out a 


method of co-operation between 
State and Federal authorities. At 
present he believes that a system 
of local Federal examiners could 
be established, whereby the exam- 
iners could work with the State 
Utility organizations. Under this 
tentative plan, there would be a) 
right. of appeal to the Commission 
in Washington, and the Washing- 
ton body would not be _  over- 
whelmed with routine work, as 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is now.

The informa 
tion was dGisclosed in the briefs 
and affidavits filed by the Wheel- 
ing directors in answer to a peti- 
tion filed April 26, asking for an 
injunction to prevent surrender of 
the Wheeling’s station, and to pre- 
vent running Wheeling trains into 
the Van Sweringen's terminal, 

The briefs show that on the 
same day the injunction petition 
was filed directors of the Wheel. 
ing voted in New York that the 
monthly compensation for use of 
its terminals under a proposed 
contract with the Union Terminals 
be increased 60 per cent, and that 
the bond to be given by the Union 
Terminals be tncreased from $406,- 
000 to $1,000,009, and other terma, 
all of which, said Charlies L. Brad- 
ley, president of the Union Term- 
inals, “will not be approved nor 
accepted” by his company. 

The importance of the Wheeling 
property to the Van Sweringens 
project is shown by the fact that 
the Van Sweringens are quoted as 
willing to pay $1,600,000 for HW, 
despite the fact that real estate 
appraisers here estimate its value 
only half that much.

Total Sun Eclipse Visible 


Tomorrow in Philippines 


Group of Scientists Gather on Islands to Ob- 
serve Phenomenon—Excellent 
View Is Forecast. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA. FP. Ya May 8.—Tive 
groups of scientists who have spent 
months of time, thousands of dol- 
lars and traveled thousands of 
miles for a look at the total 
eclipse of the sun tomorrow were 
rejoicing today at the prospect of 
fair weather for their observations 

The eclipse will appear at sun- 
rise in the far southwestern corner 
of the Indian Ocean and will be 
visible over a e+ thtly curved 
streak of the ear’s surface almost 
from the eastern coast of Africa 
to a point near mid-Pacific, jus* 
south of the Equator. This streak, 
which will be about 100 miles in 
width, will be darkened as the 
moon partly blots out the sun. 

At lloilo, in the central] part 
of the Philippines, five scientific 
groups have gathered. Iloilo will 
be in the center of the darkened 
streak and about midway between 
the beginning and end of it, thus 
offering a point of vantage for the 
observations. The eclipse may be 
seen for about five hours, although 
its totality will be observed only 
about four minutes. 

The greatest hope of/the scien- 
tists is that they may be able to 
find out more about the sun’s 
corona. The corona, composed of 
finely divided particles of matter 
shooting outward in all directions 
from the solar surface like the 
blaze from a fire, can be seen 
through telescopes without the sun

There will be 
plenty of time to talk about either a permit ora fran- 
chise for the street railway utility when the Trans- 
portation Survey Commission has worked out the re- 
lation which the present street railway system is to 
have to rapid transit. The street railway company 
has a franchise now which runs some 12 years longer. 
There is therefore no emergency which necessitates 
action by the Senate. 

Commenting on the terminable franchise which is 
proposed for the street car system, the Globe-Dem- 
ocrat says: “The high cost of financing extensions 
and improvements under term franchises will be ma- 
terially lowered and the carrier will be able to op 
erate at less expense, reflecting a fare advantage to 
patrons not possible under the term franchise re 
quiring periodical renewal and high cost of financ- 
ing.”

YOU AND YOUR CHILD 
By Emilie Hoffman 


éé OMETHING must be done to 
Great that child’s temper,” 


exclaimed the father, and the 


mother, sighing, replied: “I have 


done everything except whipping 


him and I am sure that would only 
make him worse.” 

After a lengthy discussion 
Grandma closed her book and 
bluntly remarked: “What is the 
use of all this talk? The child 
comes by it honestly enough. It 
is quite natural for children to pat- 
tern after their parents, and good- 
ness knows he has a constant ex- 
ample of temper right in his par- 
ents.” 

Naturally, the parents were as- 
tounded at this accusation, for no 
intelligent parents would willingly 
set a bad example for a child, yet 
thousands of them unwittingly do 
it, so in cases of distressing be- 
havior in the child it might be well 
for parents to set to work to break 
their own bad habits. In many 
cases this may be quite as difficult 
a task as is the training of the 
child. However, it is a worthwhile 
undertaking. 

The lad who sees his feather fire 
the hammer across the room be- 
cause it hit his finger wonders why 
his dad punished him when he 
threw his engine on the floor be- 
cause it would not work right. So, 
in the treatment of temper tant- 
rums the first requisite is that 
neither parent sets an example in 
temper. 

The parents under consideration 


happen to be sensible parents, s80 
they discussed the problem. They 
remembered when a baby they 
gave in and let the child have P's 
way to avoid a temper tantrum 
and they now realized that was a 
great mistake. The mother ad- 
mitted she scolded and nagged the 
child when she was out of sorts, 
and dad agreed he often punished 
him just because he felt irritable 
himself. 

Grandma said: “You fuss too 
much about his temper. You are 
always telling him what an awful 
temper he has and you stress it al- 
together too much. Stop talking 
about it and ignore his tantrums 


When he has them. When you stop 


giving him his way or bribing him 
to stop he will soon realize his ex- 
hibition is bringing no results, not 
even your attention, and he will 
be less apt to indulge. You two 
are not always fair and you get too 
excited. Just keep calm and firm, 
and I feel confident you will not 
have so many temper tantrums to 
contend with.” 

This was all excellent advice, 
but she should have added that 
the child should have proper food 
and sufficient sleep. He should 
have ample play and enough rest 
to prevent overfatigue, which is 
one great cause of temper tant- 
rums. Overstimulated children 
are overactive, and overexcitement 
causes irritability, and the temper 
tantrum is the natural sequence.
